Blue Courses. 
The Red Course pro­ 
vides basic training limited to the sim­ 
ple fundamentals.

artillery, air service, motor transpor- j 
tation and engineers. 
In addition to! 
the military training 
in this course j 
there is physical development, person- j 
a1 hygiene, care of equipment, disci- | 
pline and morale. 
The age limits for, 
the Red Course are seventeen to tw en-! 
ty years. 


Students for the White course 
are 
ordinarily selected from the enlisted 
members of the National Guard, Or­ 
ganized Reserves or qualified citizens 
who have had prior military service. 
A grammar school education is requir­ 
ed and the age limits are eighteen to 
twenty six years. 
This course quali­ 
fies students to become noncommssion- 
ed officers of the Organized Reserves.

and Organized Reserves and for quali­ 
fied civilians, with a view to their ap­ 
pointment as officers in the Organized 
Reserves. 
A high school education is 
required.
